FIRE ON BOARD A SAILING SHIP. ! 
WEAVY DAMAGE TO 0ABGO, c 
Yeaterday afternoon, about half-past | 
threo o'clock, several of the craw of the Bri- 
tish sailing ship Glen Caladh, which wes ly- 
ing. sochored ia Yaumati Bay, observed 
smoke issuing from a ventilator fn the fore , 
part of the ship. Captain Zamont happen- 
od to be on shore at-the time. The crew 
at once suspected that firo had broken out 
{n tho hola, Tho hatchea had all beon 
oaulked down and everything was ready for 
pon, it being expected that the vessel wos to 
leave to-day for Callso, Peru. After some 
trouble, the fore hatch was opened, and it 
wasthonseon thatthe outbreak. had ccour- 
rod amongst the cargo, as volumes of smoke 
iesuod from the hold, Thetrow, who aro 
all Europeans, used every endeavour to get 
the fire under, Buckets of water wore 
pested down into tho hold. The crows 
from the noighbouring American ships, ob- 
serving the state of affsira, cama ta tha as- 
pistunce of the orow. They wore, however, 
unable to copa with the flsmes, and it was 
decided to signal for assistance from the 
Polics. Somo confusion apponrs to have 
occurred in tho signalling, The special 
eigool for a ship on fire is‘ N.M.’ at tho 
maat-head,~ but instead of that signal 
the ordinary letter ‘S’ was holated, not 
at tho maat-hond, but at the cross-troos, so 
that it was qaito obliterated from tho viow 
of the Wator Police at the Station. An- 
othor mfstako occurred in not having the 
Union Jack onsign hoisted right np to the 
gaff; the sigaal was half-macted, For- 
tunately, the attention of Messra J. L.

ALLEGED BOIBERY, 


Lau Wai Ching was charged with com- 
mitting an offsnca against the Cleansing of 
Housas and [nssnilary Dwellivga Ordinance 
of 1894.and tho Byo Lawa made thereunder, 
in that on thy 30th Muy she did unlawfully, 
wickedly and corruptly offer John. Renaia, 
Tuapector of Nuisances, $15 by way of o 
ribo. 

Hon. H. E. Pollcck, instructed by Mr 
4. B. Johason, appoarcd on behalf on the 
Crown ; Mr E, Robinson appeared for the 
defence, instructed by Mr MacBirney. 

The charge having boom road over to the 
prisoner, ‘ : 

Mr Robinson agid before the prisoner 
ploaded he should like to make an applica. 
tion to the Court. He wished to save the 
time of the Court. 
offanco of bribery charged in the indict- 
ment was nota atatutory offehce, and 
waa oitler, therefore, an offence at com- 
mon law or none at all, Mr Robinson 
then putin a written demurrer; He then 
arguod at covsidorablo length ou the point. 
Be producsd several authorities and eaid 
the‘cases of bribery, so far os he had beon 
able to run through thom, applied to judicial 
officers, cases of procuring offices undor 
the Crown and cases of election, bribing 
with regard to obtaining votes, Ho can- 
tended that tho danitary inspector did 
not come under tho purview of the 
common law.

grants no privileges to her own pouple in 
respect to tradeand commorce which aro not 
equally accorded to tho people of all other 
countries; and there is no country over 
~which tho sovereignty. of England extends, 
where: the people of oll other oountries— 
white, black, yellow and red—have not tho 
right or priviicgu of tradé, in its broadest 
sense ofexporting and importing, buying, 
selling, or transporting, on terms in any 
way difforént from those enjoyed by her 
immediate ond typical sutjecta, 

ENGLAND IMPOSES NO ARBITRARY 
GOVERSMENT. 

England throws all ker colonics open to 
other vstions as freely as she opens her 
doors athome, She is free from the ro- 
proach of establishing despotic and arbitrary 
governmente in regions uodor hor flsg — 

The novereiguty of England is ssid to 
cover ubout one-third of the earth’s surface. 
It includes forty separate so-called colonics, 
which embrace about. one-fourth ‘of the 
population of the globe, Whonever tho 
population of any of these colonics beoomes 
considerable, and there iso manifest and 
intalligeat desico on the part of its in- 
habitnute to be emancipated from cloxd de» 
pendence on the mother-oountry, England 
grants them a substantially free and 
independent governmont. 

Me Wells furtber points out that one of 
tho fow restrictions which England does 
place upon the liberty of her colonists is to 
preyent them depriving other nations of 
the right of untestricted trade on the same 
termaas the mother country, 


ENDISH TREATMENT OF NaTIVES.
